LISBON, Portugal (AP) — 
Army units throughout Portu­ 
gal were placed on alert today 
following the refusal of nine 
anti-Communist officers to rec­ 
ognize ousted premier Vasco 
Goncalves as new armed forces 
chief. 
The defiant nine had spear­ 
headed the drive for Goncalves' 
ouster from the premiership. 
He was replaced qs premier 
•Friday night by Vice Adm. Jose 
Pinheiro de Azevedo. 
But Goncalves appeared to 
lack effective authority in three 
of the nation's four military re­ 
gions. 
Only the commander of the 
northern region, Gen* Eurico 
Corvacho, among the four re-

gional chiefs remained loyal to 
Goncalves. 
Some' of 
Corvacho's 
men 
were reported in revolt against 
his authority. Several northern 
command units placed them­ 
selves voluntarily under the or­ 
ders of central area command­ 
er Gen. Carlos Charais, one of 
the nine officers led by Maj. 
Ernesto Mclo Antunes. 
The Antunes group claimed 
the Friday night session of the 
Revolutionary Council where 
Goncalves was given the mili­ 
tary command was illegal be­ 
cause they were absent. 
A communique signed by 
Melo Antunes also announced 
that the nine officers had se- 
cretlv been readmitted to the 


28-man council. They had been 
suspended from it because they 
opposed Goncalves. 
The new premier. Angolan- 
born Vice Adm. Jose Pinheiro 
de Azevedo, was named after 
three days of almost' nonstop 
secret negotiations bv the coun­ 
cil. 
In another sign of opposition 
to Goncalves, President Fran­ 
cisco da 
Costa 
Gomes an­ 
nounced that the national se­ 
curity command'of Gen. Otelo 
Saraiva de Carvalho will re­ 
main directly under the presi­ 
dent. and thus excluded from 
Goncalves’ authority. 
Carvalho had ordered his se­ 
curity force to ignore Gon­ 
calves' orders and deny him 
access to their barracks and in­ 
stallations.

Ousted In Coup 


LIMA. Peru (AP) — Peru 
was calm today after a blood­ 
less “palace coup1’ by army 
commanders who placed dap­ 
per Gen. Francisco Morales 
Bermudez at the helm of the 
socialist-oriented military re­ 
gime. 


Only a few riot troops were 
placed around important gov­ 
ernment buildings, and there 
were no reports of large troop 
movements, violence or opposi­ 
tion to the new regime. 
Veteran observers predicted 
the new leftist rulers would 
continue the mixture of state 
socialism 
and 
capitalism 
adopted by ousted President 
Juan Velasco Alvarado, 
the 
leader of the seven-year Peru­ 
vian “revolutionary” govern­ 
ment who had been criticized 
by some recently for his crack 


down on the opposition and the 
press. 
National radio said the com ­ 
munique announcing the coup 
said the revolt was to eliminate 
“personality cults and detours 
that our institutions had suf­ 
fered.” 
The State 
Department 
in 
Washington declined 
official 
comment, but some officials 
said privately they expected a 
softening of the anti American 
tone which had characterized 
the Velasco regime 
M orales, 53, im m ediately 
gained support from Peru’s 
army, air force, navy, police 
and civil guard units. He was 
600 miles south in Tacpa where 
the coup had been planned but 
flew to Lima late Friday and 
entered the presidential office 
building at dusk without fan­ 
fare. 


Heading for

MIAMI (AP) — Hurricane 
Caroline drifted 
toward

Texas 
coast 
today 
packing 
winds of 80 miles per hour, and 
forecasters warned 
it could 
strike anywhere along the Gulf 
Coast during the 1*1 bor Day 
weekend. 
Early today the storm was at 
latitude 23.6 north and longi­ 
tude 95 west, or 225 miles 
southeast of Brownsville, Tex. 
Movement was estimated at 
about 5 m.p.h. in a west-north­ 
west direction. 
Caroline sucked up strength 
from the warm Gulf of Mexico 
watersand began moving after 
being stationary for much of 
the night, forecasters said. 
The new movement was not 
enough for forecasters to issue 
a warning for a specific area, 
but they said residents ol south­ 
ern Texas and northeastern 
Mexico should watch for rip­ 
tides and some beach erosion. 
Forecaster Joe Pelissier said 
that any minor shift in winds 
could set the storm in motion. 
"The fact that the Gulf is an 
enclosed body of water means 
that it will make $ landfall 
eventually som ew here, any­ 
where. Forecasting this one is 
not easy." 
Dr. Neil Frank, director of 
the National Hurricane Center, 
warned residents of southern 
Texas and northeastern Mexi­ 
co, the closest land areas to 
C aroline, to continue their 
vigilance. 
He said he was concerned 
about 
holiday 
weekend 
pleasure seekers on the Texas 
coast getting out of touch with 
later warnings. 
“There are going to be some 
people in then campers who 
head 40 or 50 or 60 miles awav 
from everywhere,” Frank said. 
“They get away from radio, 
TV, the newspapers.

F a r from su g ­ 
gesting that World W ar II w as a useless w aste, 
this fact dem onstrates how successfully its im ­ 
m ediate aim was achieved. 


ANOTHER \\ R1TER observed that despite the 
p assag e of 30 y e a rs Since America dropped 
atom ic bombs on H iroshim a and Nagasaki, “ the 
moral anguish of those actions torm ents us 
still.” 
Now no doubt som e A m ericans a re torm ented 
with anguish over Hiroshima and N agasaki, but 
the vast m ajority of them when they think about 
the atom ic bombings, which is seldom, have 
m uch the sam e feelings they have when they 
think about the fire bombings of H am burg. 
D resden and Tokyo, which is also unnecessary, 
as we are now told. But they were acts of w ar. 
com m itted in the heat and press of w ar, a w ar 
w hich our enem ies had brought down upon th e m ­ 
selves 
V ortunafely. the Jap an e se and G erm an s seem 
to h a \o a clearer perspective on World W ar II 
than some A m ericans do. Both nations have 
accepted their responsibilities for starting the 
w ar. as well as the iust consequences of having 


lost it. F o r G erm any, this is totallv different 
from the situation in the 1920s and 1930s. when 
bitterness over the harsh Versailles treaty 
helped pave the way for the rise of Hitler. 
ONE TRA V ELER to Jap an o few years ago 
reported the perplexity of Japanese scientists, 
governm ent officials and others when told about 
the guilt A m ericans feel for having used the 
Bomb against them. The Japanese would have 
done the sam e thing had positions been reversed, 
they said 
“ Much unreasonable suffering, to the people of 
J a p a n as well as to the Americans and other 
peoples of the w orld,” was caused by Ja p a n 's 
senseless insistence on fighting on for m ore than 
a y ea r after it becam e obvious it had no hope of 
victory, says M asatake Okumiya, a retired 
general of .Japan s Air Self Defense Force. 
The ignorance of the people about the true 
conditions of the w ar, together with historical 
factors-such as the expectation of a “m ira cle” 
like the divine wind (kam ikaze) that saved 
Ja p an from a Mongol invasion in the 13th cen­ 
tury — prolonged the conflict, he writes in P U P 
magazine, published by P H P 
(Peace. 
H ap­ 
piness. P rosperity) Institute, founded in 1946 by 
Jap anese electronics.pioneer and philanthropist 
Konoskue Matsushita. 
TODAY T H E R E a re 40 million more^Japanese 
than there were at the end of World War II 
Almost totally dependent upon foreign countries 
for raw m aterials and energy, the Jap anese 
realize that they need the friendship, goodwill 
and cooperation of people all over the world. 
“T here is no other way for Ja p a n ,” says 
O kumiya. “ F or if there is any lesson we have 
learned from our experience, it is that we m ust 
not m ake w ar again." 
When a Jap an ese military man. speaking for a 
nation that has been transform ed in 30 years 
from m arau d e r to model citizen of the world 
comm unity, can renounce the uses of w ar, no 
American need feel sham e or guilt for the things 
that w ere done in w ar to m ake that possible.

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Extend Peach, Apple Season 
By Canning, Freezing Fruits 


Summer time is fresh fruit 
time in Ohio, and (his year's 
peach and apple crops promise

Many homemakers 
stretch thetresh truit season by 
canning or freezing peaches, 
apples and plums for use later

PEACHES 
For canning or freezing 
peaches select only soft ripe 
fru it ready for imm ediate 
eating If even a shade “ over 
the hill” they’re likely to float 
lo the top of the ja r when 
canned Peaches do not ripen 
uniform ly, they should be 
sorted daily and only the soft 
ripe ones used for freezing, or 
canning The greener fruits w ill 
ripen at room temperature (70 
degrees F> in a few days. 
To peel peaches easily, im 
merse ripe ones in boiling 
water tor 30 to 60 seconds, then 
cool 
im m ediately 
in 
cold 
running water. The peel will 
slip off easily, it the fruits are 
soft-ripe 
Cut the fruit tn half, remove 
pit with a spoon and cut each 
hall into 4 to 6 slices. For 
freezing, slice fruit directly into 
a container which contains 4u 
per cent 
chilled syrup (start 
with 
cup syrup to a pipt 
container». After filling con­ 
tainer. press fruit down and add 
enough 40 per cent syrup to 
cover. To prevent darkening of 
the fruit. Miss Gray suggests 
that the syrup be made the day 
before and placed in the 0 
degrees F storage end of the 
freezer or in the refrigerator.

Issues 
Zone Permit 
To Aldom 


A zoning permit has been 
issued to Jam es Aldom ol 954 N. 
Union Ave. to allow him to pro­ 
ceed with the interior r e ­ 
modeling of the second floor of 
a building at 206 W. State St. for 
use as apartments, which he 
had been barred from doing be­ 
cause of a city zoning regula­ 
tion. 
The permit to convert the 
floor for three-unit apartment 
use was issued by Zoning Of­ 
ficer S. J. Navoyosky after Al- 
dom’s attorney alleged the city 
was in contempt of court for 
refusing the permit. 
A ruling by Judge J Warren 
Bettis in Common Pleas Court 
July 18 overruled the city in its 
attem pt to block the remodel­ 
ing on the zoning grounds. How­ 
ever, the city decided to appeal 
the decision to the Seventh Dis­ 
trict Court of Appeals. 
Navoyosky said the reason 
for further delaying the issu­ 
ance of the permit was that the 
city held the case w as being ap- 
pealed and the Common Pleas 
ruling was not final. 
Aldom’s attorney, 
Douglas 
Jen k in s, 
alleged 
that 
the 
refusal by the city was doing 
"irreparable dam age” in that 
Aldom 
would be unable 
to 
remodel the building and rent 
it He claimed dam ages of $25 a 
day, based on a reasonable per­ 
centage of the rent not being 
obtained. 
The zoning permit was issued 
to Aldom “under protest” after 
City Solicitor Scott McCorkhill 
ruled it could be done, noting 
that the city’s case still must be 
heard by the Seventh District 
Court of Appeals. 
It has not been determined if 
Aldom will be required to re­ 
move any of the remodeling 
work done for an estimated 
$12,000 if the city w ins its ap­ 
peal. 
The opposition to the use of 
the building for apartments 
was based on Section 150.080 of 
the zoning code, which does not 
l>ermit residential units to be 
constructed in areas zoned C-2 
general commercial

Three Die 
As Raft 
Capsizes 


NIAGARA FALLS, N.Y (AP> 
— A state official has called for 
an investigation of the deaths of 
three persons in the capize of a 
raft on the turbulent Niagara 
River during a test run as a 
thrill ride. 
An im m ediate halt to raft 
tests on the river pending the 
investigation was oTdered by 
Orin Lehman, state com m is­ 
sioner of parks and recreation. 
With 29 persons aboard F ri­ 
day, the raft flipped over 3 
miles below Niagara Falls, just 
upstream from Whirlpool Rap­ 
ids. 


The 37-foot raft, with a crew 
of two, was operated by Niag­ 
ara River Gorge Trips Inc., a 
Toronto firm , and was on its 
eleventh trip through the lower 
rap id s, com pany president 
George Butterfield said 
Helicopters from the Ameri­ 
can and Canadian sides of the 
falls hovered in the gorge, 
plucking survivors from the 
rushing water. 


N iagara Frontier Park Police 
identified the three dead as An­ 
thony J. Sawczyk, 23, Niagara 
Falls, NY.: David D. Ross. 37, 
Toronto; and Julia Martinez, 
T oronto. 
Police said 19 persons were 
treated at three hospitals, and 
16 were released. None of those 
ad m itte d w as 
rep o rted 
in 
serious condition. 


The accident occured when 
the raft encountered a large 
wave. 
“It was just like hitting a 
w all.” said David Kewley, a 
N iagara Falls (Ont.) Tribune 
reporter who said he saw the 
craft capsize. 
“I saw people with red jack­ 
ets bobbing down the river,” he 
said. 


The raft had been especially 
designed for Butterfield’s cor­ 
poration by Calspan Corp and 
constructed by Zodiac Corp. of 
France, a top builder of such 
craft. Butterfield said. 
Georges Faye of Paris, an 
en g in ee r w ith Zodiac who 
helped construct the raft, was 
aboard Friday and was rescued 
uninjured.

Vitamins are not energy 
sources, they function to enable 
the body to release energy from 
food, specifically carbohydrates, 
fats and proteins 
When you have enough for its 
important role, taking additional 
amounts will do nothing for you at 
all. It is like having enough 
matches to light a candle, an 
extra box won't help once the 
candle is lit 
Deficiencies of riboflavin are 
quite rare, because it is so plen­ 
tiful in our diet Milk and milk 
products are a very rich source 
Milk exposed to sunlight loses 
¡»art of its riboflavin. It is also 
present in meat of all kinds, 
cereals, 
including 
enriched 
breads, flour, macaroni and 
spaghetti. It is in broccoli, 
collardsand spinach. It is hard to 
eat anything like a decent diet 
without getting enough riboflavin. 
If a deficiency does occur it 
tends toaffect the special areas of 
the skin, around the eyes and the 
■ mucous linings as around the lips. 
Vitamin B-6. pyridoxine, also 
affects the skin and complexion. 
It is involved in enzyme systems 
used in metabolism. You get it in 
meats, vegetables and cereals, 
and it is almost imoossible to have

B ti deficiency 
if

anything like a balanced diet or , 
these food groups. 
There is absolutely no truth in 
the statem ent that B 6 causes.pou 
to lose weight. The truth is that a 
deficiency

sjtored in the body. They are 
rapidly 
eliminated, 
so taking 
large doses of B-6 just wastes your 
money I am aware of the current 
highly advertised fad of using B-6 
in weight control regimes. It is 
pure hokum. All of these schemes 
work only from an annociated diet 
that restricts calories one way or 
another, gr because they cause 
you to eliminate body water, not 
ca io ru ., or finally because fTiey 
make you sick. 
Dear Dr. Lam b — I read your 
column on split nails, and I could 
have written an identical letter a 
lew years ago 1 tried gelatin 
treatment and all sorts ol things. 
Then a friend in a cosmetics shop 
advised me to omit nail polish 
altogether Within a few weeks 
alter I quit using all forms of 
polish my nails were in perfect 
condition, and 1 have not had a 
split nail since. 
Dear Reader — Thank you for 
sharing your experience with 
others. We find 
that 
lots of 
problems are caused by reactions 
to a vast arrav of chemicals. And, 
we are all different in our reac­ 
tions. It certainly will not cause 
any harm to stop using nail polish. 
So. those with split nail problems 
might as well try it.
